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Continuation: 

Applicants' remarks have been considered, but do not place the Application in 
condition for allowance. 

Applicant argue that the IP network does not appear in the cited figures, which 
describe "public network, long distance carriers" networks. In response Examiner 
asserts that Andrews gives an example of the public network of being MCl's TCP/IP- 
based control network, such network is an IP network. 

Applicant also alleged, referring to figurel , that Andrews networks are not used 
in communications between controller 30 and a switching platform. Examiner disagrees, 
figure 12 show "partition" 501 in communication between controllers 30A and 30B, the 
partition including switching matrix 506. 

Applicant also argue that Examiner is erroneous in equating element 501 in 
Figure 12 to the switching partition of the present claims, because collective elements 
501 of Figure 12 in Andrews includes Agent Workstations 482 etc., and at least one 
public network 14 as elements therein. In response Examiner notes that the partition 
501 includes the switching matrix 506. 

Applicant used figure 3 of the Application to be compared with figure 12 of 
Andrews, and pointing out that the access nodes of Andrews (18 and 19) have multiple 
interfaces with the controller, while another is through public network 12 through call 
center 501 , then to controller 30. Examiner notes that it is the interface through the 
public network (which is an IP network as discussed above) that is of concern to the 
claimed subject matter. In particular, the access nodes of Andrews are in 
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communication with the controller(s) through the partition 501, the network being an IP 
network. 

As a final remark, Examiner respectfully submit, given the most reasonable 
interpretation of the claim limitations, that Andrews anticipates Applicant's invention as 
claimed.
